Principals of high schools in the 
Chicago area have .received • copies 
of the recommendation of the re- 
alignment committee which will 
come up for discussion at a meeting 
of the Association of Suburban, Con- 
ferences at the Palmer House in Chi- 
cago Wednesday, April 18. 

The recommendation of the com- 
mittee headed by T. R, Birkhead, 
formerly of Antioch is that ' Cook 
County schools, Palatine, Fenton, 
and Glenbrook be placed in other 
conferences and in their places 
Warren, Round Lake and Lake Forr- 
est be substituted. 

Mostof the. principals in the con- 
ferences are enthusiastic over the 
proposal. They have schools of 
nearly the same size and with pros- 
pects of the same growth, 

Round Lake is new, and Lake 
Forest and Warren who have been 
in the North Suburban conference 
have had to compete' against 'bigger 
schools. 

Principal A, L. Dittman says that 
he thinks chances for; this realign- 
ment are favorable, but cautious 
that the plan may be caught up in 
the whirl of other setups where 
there may be objections. \ 

Palatine and Dundee are suggest- 
ed for membership in the North 
Suburban "conference in" the place of 
Lake Forest and Warren. .Glen- 
brook would-be placed .in a new 
as yet unnamed conference with 
North Chicago, Elmwood Park, 
Highland Park,: Arlington Heights, 
Niles and Main, and-^he Suburban 
conference with the loss of Highland 
Park and Niles would receive Ley- 
den and remain a 7-member confer- 
ence. 

These recommendations ,'may not 
be so acceptable^ but jt. remains, to 
be seen ~What?thV response will he. 

The change. in the Northwest. con- 
ference would be to the advantage 
of Antioch which would not have to 
travel so far for games and could 
take more rooters. The Cook coun- 
ty schools sent comparatively few 
rooters because of this distance.

We neither whine, 
nag or fuss. We are never found echoing the criti- 
cisms of little people who find fault with little things 
and whose genius is -in -making mountains out of mole- 
hills. 

Youth is a state of mind in which the imagina- 
tion seeks to improve upon reality. It visualizes a 
better world, and responds to the challenge of the 
ideal. Youth refuses to accept stones for bread, 
ignorance for knowledge, personal prejudice for 
moral principles, and mental bile for religion. We 
may spend an hour in a miff-tree, but never for a 
moment would we consider building our nests there. 
Our nerves are not exposed and we are not super- 
sensitive. We do not weep for ourselves, but we 
know how to laugh with others. 

Youth is a state of mind in which we believe 
that graft will be destroyed by honesty, inefficiency 
by understanding; Intolerance -by knowledge, defeat 
by faith and hatred by love. It is the period of life 
when we are great believers, not great doubters. 



Youth is not a matter of years, bright eyes, 
strenuous play and gay adventure., It Is a healthy 
mental state in which one faces facts courageously 
and looks at the bright side continually. It sees 
the flowers and not the weeds in the garden of life, 
and thinks more about those things which are beauti- 
ful than of those things which are ugly. It has the 
spirit of conquest which triumphs over difficulties, 
traditions and habits. 

Youth is a state of mind which flourishes in 
spite of white hair, wrinkles and stiff joints. It does 
not die at nineteen, but can live to be ninety. It can 
circulate in the mind as long as blood circulates in 
the veins. It is kept alive by faith, hope and love. 
When these three lights go out youth dies. But 
there is only one person who can put these lights 
out in your life, and that person is you.

Back in 1943 it started an agricultural motion picture 
program. Twelve films have ibeen released and up 
to 100 prints of each are in use. They are loaned 
to farm, civic, church and other organizations with- 
out charge, and so far have reached more than 7,- 
000,000 people. They deal in an instructional man- 
ner with matters of specific interest to the farmer — 
wheat smut control, cattle production, saving little 
pigs, culling chickens, and so on. 

In the long run, the solution to the big farm prob- 
lems will come from Improved farm techniques and 
attitudes. A program such as the UP*s is of great 
value.

Important for Fruit, 
and Vegetable Gardens 

The importance of organic^ mat- 
ter in successful home gardens. and 
fruit orchards was emphasized at 
thefruifcarid vegetable meeting held 
at theT^arm Bureau office last 
week, according to Hoy T. Nicholas, 
farm adviser, who sponsored the 
meeting. •• > 

Norman Oebker, Extension Vege- 
table specialist, and. Frank Owen, 
Extension Fruit 'specialist,, both 
stressed the heed for adequate sup- 
plies of organic materials in the soil 
for producing high; yields of qual- 
ity fruits and ; vegetables. Organic 
matter can be supplied by the use 
of barnyard manure, or in its abs- 
ence,' green manure crops such as 
rye, rye grass, or oats falli seeded at 
the rate of 3 pounds, ;% pound, and 
1% pounds respectively per 1000 
square feet, These green manure 
crops will add organic matter when 
plowed under , the' .". f oldwing spring. 

The .specialists also emphasized 
the need for adequate plant iood in 
the soil, and recommends that a soil 
test be made Xo[ determine ;the fer- 
tilizer requirements. * : Instructions 
for collecting, and; submitting soil 
samples v were given at, the meeting. 
Printed instructions can bo obtained 



around the plant was recommended. 

Fruit Specialist, Frank Owen, cov- 
ered the subject of dwarf fruit. The 
advantage of early productivity, 
ease of pruning, spraying, and har- 
vesting," and : less -space requirement 
were noted. The following dwarf 
stocks of the different fruits were 
recommended: Apples, Mailing No, 
IX for dwarf, and Mailing No. II, or 
VII for semldwarf; pear and plum, 
Tomatosa; Pear, Anders Quince;

Crowded Roadways 
May Bring About 
Community Redesign 

xmTVEH^li^^AftK.' Pn — The 
transportation piiich— lack of space 
for both parked ,and moving auto- 
mobiles— cvenitialljr may lead to 
the redesign of communities them- 
selves. v 

So says Calvin G. Recn, pro- 
fessor of civil engineering at the 
Pennsylvania State University and 
consultant on road and traffic 
problems. 

"Setbacks of stores and houses, 
widths' of streets, radii- of inter- 
sections and other comparable con- 
ditions may have to be changed to 
handle our cvcr-increnslng vol- 
ume of tramc,;' Recn says. 

"Perhaps," he .adds, "the most 
significant change .will be in- 
creased provision for off-street 
parking to remove the car storage 
load from streets primarily de- 
signed for moving traffic." 

Withal, the Pcnn State specialist 
sees the self-limiting .nature of 
traffic as a "saving grace" In 

Itself. 
Even in- small communities, he 

notes that the public wilt park 
fnrthcr and farther from Its des- 
tination (whether it. be the shop- 
ping center or 'frlacc of employ- 
ment) rather than face endless 
traffic iams and other, inconven- 
iences. • ■ 

Traffic engineers, Reen points 
out, are loathe to put restrictive 
measures Into their planning. But 
the best of them admit there' are 
certain natural restrictions which 
they can't do anything about. 

"For example." Reen explains, 
"no matter how much you Im- 
prove highways, by eliminating 
curves and easing grades, the 
optimum speed is stlU 35 miles 
per hour as far as volume is con- 
cerned.

The drug acetzolamtdo (Dlamox) 
caused a 00 to 90 per cent reduc- 
tion In seizures In 12 other patients, 
a 50 to 00 per cent reduction in 22, 
and n smaUer reduction In the re- 
maining 58, three, Boston phy- 
sicians reported.

It may 
have a hereditary basis, or have 
other causes, including brain in- 
Jury, a disease in another organ 
which acts' r on-thetjrain, emotional 
disturbances, and alcoholism. 



California Grizzly 
Subject of Legend 

DAVIS, Calif,— The grizzly bear, 
which once dominated .California's 
wildlife, was a victim of advanc- 
ing civilization. As ranches, and 
townB multiplied, the animals' 
maraudings could no longer be 
tolerated. They became increas- 
ingly- scarce, and the last Cali- 
fornia grizzly was probably seen 
in the early 1020*8. 

The grizzly left behind a mass 
of legend and folklore, however. 
A single legendary grizzly, "Old 
Clubfoot." was reported in many 
parts of the state, and was said to 
have been killed on several oc- 
casions. According to one -tongue- 
in-cheek writer, the bear wearied 
of being killed and resurrected, 
and finally committed suicide with 
chloroform in a cpuntry doctor's

Man-Hour Output 
Up Three Times 

Since War II 



NEW YORK— Thanka largely to" 
record Investment and constantly 
improving technology, American 
Industry today, is close to a third 
more productive than it was at 
the end of World War II a decade 
ago, gauged by output per man* 
hour. 

U.S. Bureau of Labor statistics 
Indicate that production per man* 
hour in all manufacturing rose by 
around 30 per cent in the 1047-55 
period. This represented an aver- 
age rise of about 3 Mi per cent a 
year tor the period as a y/hole. 
.What is particularly significant is 
a recent acceleration in the rate 
of growth. Estimates' are that pro- 
• ductivity in manufacturing rose 
by close to 10 per cent in 1954 
and 10SS alone, with more than 
half this gain talcing place last 
year. 

Here is a development of far- 
reaching importance for the future 
progress of the economy and the 
continued rise, in the people's in- 
come and living standards. Over 
the long view, much of the in- 
crease in goods and services pro- 
duced in the economy has been. 
due to the rise in productivity ' 
rather than to the increase In 
number of man-hours . worked! 
.Furthermore, the need for stead* 
ily rising output per man-hour is 
accentuated by the fact that the ■ 
number of dependents in the pop- 
ulation— children, teen-agers and 
those 65 and. over— has been rising 
faster proportionately- than those 
of working ages, and will continue 
to do so for the years to come. 
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Coal Industry Said 
Far From Dying 

UNIVERSITY PARK, Pa. — The 
coal industry is not dead nor is it 
dying.' 

Dr. H. Bee cher Char mbury, pro- 
fessor and head of- the department 
of mineral, preparation at the 
Pennsylvania State* University, 
says that, on the contrary, the coal 
industry is looking forward to In- 
creasing growth In future years to 
meet the demands of our increas- 
ing population. ^ 

"The coal industry in this coun- 
try has averaged about 500 "million 
tons each year since 1920," Dr. 
1 Char mbury said, "and expects -to 
produce about 700 million tons by 
1965 and one bilUon tons by 1975." 

He said that the false impres- 
sion people, have of a dying coal 
industry has resulted from bad 

impressions' people received In re- 
cent years because of strikes, rail- 
road car shortages, and distuessed 
areas and- because of the .more 
glamorous attention received by 
atomic and solar energy. "'• ■.-, ■ •* 
Outlining the" processing meth- 
ods used' in , the coal- industry, Dr. 
Charmbury said \ that at present 
only 5 per cent of the total coal 
produced is sent to Industrial mar- 
kets and 95 per cent is subjected 
to preparation, including crushing, 
sizing, and mechanical cleaning. 

Eye Discomfort Chief 
Cause of Headaches 

CHICAGO— Although headaches 
can come from a number of dif- 
ferent causes, they are very fre- 
quently associated with eye dis- 
comfort and a statistical review 
shows close relationship of exact- 
ing eye work to headaches. 

Headaches occur most often up 
to the age of 20, then decrease 
slowly until at 60 or' more only 25 
per cent'of the people are subject 
to them. They bother college stu- 
dents most, and'to'a lesser degree 
exec u't'l v e s, professional men, 
housewives, and ' clerical worker sV 
Manual workers' experience them 
comparatively little, and agricul- 
turists least of all. 

Nearsightedness, " farsightedness, 
. and astigmatism — particularly in 
its milder forms— are to blame for 
. many headaches. .Crossed eyes 
and other. forms of muscular; im- 
balance also .rank among the lead-* 
ing cause's. Other offenders/ are r 
such eye diseases as conjunctivitis 
and acute' glaucoma. 

Winter Deaths From 
Fire, Burns Heavy 

NEW YORK— Accidental loss of 
life from fires and burns by i other 
» means is nearly., three times as 
high and that from poisonous gas 
five times as high hi toe 'winter as 
in summer, according to a study 
by staUstictahs 'of. Metropolitan 
Life Insurance Company. 

Both classes'to* fatalities are as- 
sociated largely with the increased 
*uks of heating facilities^ 

Many poisonous* gas fatalities 
result from improperly installed or 
defective heaters, An appreciable 
number are due to running an au- 
tomobile motor in a closed garage 
or in a parked car, '

In 
just eight years, the program spread 
from coast to coast, During those 
years, more than 1600 farmers 
joined the movement to save our 
forests— and this brought more 
than' 17 million acres of trees into 
the Tree Farm plan. That's enough 
lumber to make all the newspaper 
pulp that American . papers, could 
use in 75 years,

Out my way, farmers and woods 
owners like the - program. I belong to 
it Many of my friends do, too. The 
idea is to stimulate the interest of 
private land owners so they can find 
ways to get the best tree production 
out of their forest lands. Members 
include farmers who own less, than' 
tea acres, as well as the owners of 
large industrial forest farms. 

* * * 

It's good to have/all these people 
in the plan, 'cause farming'is farm- 
ing, whether you live in Saskat- 
chewan or South Carolina. Most 
farming is a mixture of work and 
fun — even if you're only raisin' 
Cain. 

* * • ' 

'Course, I wouldn't wane to live on 
a farm if I couldn't have some pets — 
'specially 'dogs. A farm just ain't a 
farm without a dog or two. Not long 
ago I even though of buying a blood- 
hound. But a newspaper ad sort of 
scared me off. The ad read, "Blood- 
hound for sale: beautiful, gentle, good 
watch dog. Will eat anything and 
especially fond of children."

If you've got a dog on your farm, ' 
you've got to take special care of 
your trees. Dogs love trees — every- 
one knows that. Old Betsy, my hound 
dog, looks up at mc when I'm trim- 
min' trees, with the saddest eyes 
that seem to tell me 'to be extra 
careful I try to tell her that I'm not 
cutting 'em all down, just pruning 
some of them. Trees grow better, I 
tell her, if the crop trees are pruned 
while they're young. I select these

I can 
Eick out the no n -sawing . trees to 
arvest for posts or poles.' "
